Task force considers stormwater fees

A task force is looking into 
how Agawam will pay for costly 
upgrades to its storm drains. 

The town is facing a five-year 
deadline to comply with new fed- 
eral regulations to map, test and 
clean its catchbasins and storm- 
water conduits. The requirement 
is an Environmental Protection 
Agency mandate that applies 
to all cities and towns, some of 
which have announced they will 
have to enact new fees or taxes to 
fund the work. 

Mayor Richard Cohen said 
Monday that the task force he 
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appointed is working with a con- 
sultant through a grant from the 
Pioneer Valley Planning Com- 
mission to assess the need for a 
stormwater enterprise fund — to 
collect fees from property owners 
with paved surfaces that direct 
rainwater to the town’s storm 
drains — or consider other fund- 
ing methods. 

The exact amount of mon- 
ey required to comply is not yet 
known, as the EPAs requirements 
will be finalized early this year, 
Public Works Superintendent 
Christopher Golba said. The in- 
creased regulations are expected 
to be very costly, both in the initial 
five years and after.

“Tt will be an ongoing cost to 
the town, said Cohen. “And we 
need to be able to fund it moving 
forward. 

Town Engineer Michelle 
Chase, a member of the task force, 
said part the reason for the new 
mandate is that property owners 
who are supposed maintain areas 
around catchbasins and retention 
ponds, for instance, have not kept 
up with the maintenance, and 
then these areas fall into disre- 
pair. There are also many culvert 
crossings and other stormwater 
outfalls that are in great need of 
maintenance and repair. The re-

Agawam High School was evacuat- 
ed Friday out of an “abundance of cau- 
tion’ about a “generic written threat” 
shared by students on social media. 

At no time were students and staff 
in any danger, according to a memo 
written by School Superintendent 
William Sapelli, nor did the message 
refer to Agawam specifically or in- 
clude the name of any student who 
attends AHS. He described the threat 
as “vague in content and origin’ 

In his memo dated the afternoon of 
March 3, Sapelli said a parent contact- 
ed the high school early that morning 
about the threatening social media 
message, and police were notified 
and responded immediately. School 
administrators asked students and 
staff to “shelter in place” shortly after 
the school day began. Sapelli and As- 
sistant Superintendent Alison LeClair 
were already at the high school for an 
unrelated meeting, and participated 


in the decision to dismiss students 
out of concern for their safety. 

Police questioned some students 
who had shared information about 
the threatening message on social 
media, and K-9 units from the Massa- 
chusetts State Police, Massachusetts 
Environmental Police and Worcester 
Police Department were brought in to 
search the school, with no hazardous 
material found. Police soon conclud- 
ed there was no actual threat to Aga- 
wam. 

“This was a screenshot of a social 
media post that was posted by a stu- 
dent of the school, and ultimately 
shared with and by other students 
of the school, Police Chief Eric Gil- 
lis said in a statement. “The persons 
identified in the conversation con- 
tained within the screenshot were 
quickly determined to not be students 
of the Agawam High School? 

Gillis said school officials in sur- 
rounding communities also con- 
firmed that the original authors of the 
threatening message do not attend 


high school in this area. Agawam Po- 
lice found that the social media posts 
originate from the West Coast. 

Meanwhile, social media in Aga- 
wam were active with speculation, 
Gillis said. 

“Many rumors have been widely 
circulated on various social media 
platforms that we detained three indi- 
viduals, and that one had a gun. ‘This 
information is patently false, Gillis 
said. “Students and staff were not in 
any jeopardy at any time during this 
incident. Further, there were no direct 
threats made against the school, the 
students, or any staff members.’ 

Gillis, Sapelli and Mayor Richard 
Cohen all thanked each other, along 
with school staff, students and police 
officers, for managing the incident in 
an orderly fashion. Gillis said Agawam 
detectives are continuing to investi- 
gate the incident, working with police 
officials in the state where the social 
media post's author lives. 


senator wants state to pay for early voting

Early voting in Massachusetts was 
a success, but it was also an unfund- 
ed mandate, state Auditor Suzanne 
Bump recently concluded. 

The two-week voting period in late 
October and early November 2016 
was required under a state law passed 
in 2014, but voter list printings, poll 
workers salaries, police details and 
advertising were paid by each individ- 
ual city or town clerk's office. 

Republican state senators last 
week called for reforms in the state 
early voting law, including reimburse- 
ments from the state budget for ad- 
ditional expenses incurred by local 
clerks in complying with the early 
voting law. 

“Thanks to the hard work of our 
cities and towns, the state's new early 
voting program proved to be a great 
success. However, with that success 
came additional costs that municipal- 
ities were required to find in already 
strained budgets, said state Sen. 


Donald Humason, R-Westfield, who 
represents Agawam. “This legislation 
will allow our cities and towns to seek 
some financial assurance so they can 
focus on providing accessible and 
high quality early voting programs. 

A state law passed in 1980 prohib- 
its Beacon Hill from enacting regula- 
tions that force local governments to 
spend more money without granting 
an increase in local aid. 

Bump surveyed city and town 
clerks across the state and estimated, 
based on the 80 percent of munici- 
palities that responded, that the total 
statewide local expenses resulting 
from the early voting mandate came 
to about $720,000 in the 2016 election. 
That includes the cost of two weeks of 
polling during the town clerk's nor- 
mal business hours, as well as at least 
one evening voting period. It does not 
include “optional” expenses such as 
staffing for additional evening voting, 
weekend voting or alternate-site vot- 
ing; and office supplies, police details 
and advertising costs. 

According to Bumps survey, 3,968 


of Agawam 21,484 registered vot- 
ers participated in early voting this 
year, including 25 who voted by mail. 
Mandated expenses came to $1,368, 
with an additional $144 in “optional” 
expenses. The town received a $1,500 
state grant in exchange for holding 
polling hours on a Saturday. 

Early voting in Agawam included 
five business days of voting at Town 
Hall, during which poll workers 
helped voters in the lobby while the 
town clerk's staff performed its regu- 
lar duties in the clerk's office; and five 
four-hour sessions at the town library 
or Senior Center, one of which was on 
Saturday, Oct. 29. Additionally, all sev- 
en polling places were open as usual 
on Election Day, Nov. 8. 

Last years November election was 
the first in Massachusetts history to 
include an early voting period. Early 
voting will continue to be required 
during statewide November elections, 
but not for primary elections or mu- 
nicipal elections. The next early vot- 
ing in Agawam will be the November 
2018 election.

This week, a tale 
of two mandates 


Ye can fight City Hall, no matter what they say. 


You can even fight Beacon Hill, as city and town 
clerks found out recently. 

You cant fight Washington, though. 

After the state auditor confirmed what local officials 
across the state already knew — that the early voting 
law, regardless of its merits as public policy, was a clear 
example of an unfunded mandate — it looks like Town 
Clerk Vincent Gioscia can expect some help balancing 
his election budget when he has to pay additional poll- 
worker wages in 2018. There's a state law on the books 
that says the Legislature can't enact a law forcing new 
responsibilities on local governments without also pro- 
viding state aid to pay for them. 

Unfortunately, there's no such law at the federal lev- 
el, and no such relief for local public works departments 
that are about to see their budgets balloon because of 
the Environmental Protection Agency's new stormwa- 
ter pollution regulations. Again, regardless of the new 
rulebook’s merits as public policy, it’s unquestionably 
an unfunded mandate that will either force the town 
to raise taxes, make deep cuts to other maintenance or 
infrastructure line items in the DPW budget, or slash 
some other budget at Town Hall. 

In the name of mapping the complex flow of runoff 
water during storms, and making sure that rainwater 
doesnt pick up pollutants as it wends its way through 
ditches, culverts, drains and creeks to our ponds and 
rivers, the EPA is mandating that every town account 
for every stormwater “outfall” in its storm drain system, 
assess the infrastructure and test the water. Next the 
EPA will ask every town to repair any drain or culvert 
found to be in poor shape, and rework its systems how- 
ever necessary to keep pollutants out of natural water- 
ways. These are admirable goals and may make for a 
healthier Westfield River, Connecticut River and Long 
Island Sound. They're also a potential expense to be 
measured in the millions of dollars. 

Agawams DPW is going to have to send someone 
tramping along every street and through every forest 
vale in town; that’s going to cost money. Inevitably, 
some drain that’s been working “good enough’ but not 
good enough for the EPA is going to have to be replaced 
or re-engineered; that’s going to cost money. Potential- 
ly, the DPW will discover that some aspect of the storm 
drain system was installed incorrectly, or the town 
overstepped an easement, or polluted water is getting 
through and needs to be treated instead of run off; that’s 
going to cost a lot of money. 

Town officials will have to find some way to pay for 
it, whether it’s a general increase in the property tax or a 
specific surcharge on the owners of properties with the 
paved surfaces that create stormwater runoff. They ll 
get no help from the feds.

Property tax break 
available for seniors

because I don't think enough people who need it know 

about it. 

We are fortunate in Agawam to have a Clause 41-D el- 
derly property tax exemption for homeowners age 70 or 
older who meet certain criteria for residence, income and 
assets, which gives them a property tax savings of $1,000. 
The state reimburses the town $500 of this amount. 

The income eligibility amounts for this exemption, 
which are on the town website, are a gross income of 
$17,850 if single, and $24,342 if married. 

There is a complete explanation of this program on the 
town website, www.agawam.ma.us, under Departments, 
Assessor, Additional Links, Personal Exemptions, and the 
staff in the assessor's office have always been very helpful 
and welcomed inquiries about the program. The website 
states: “Applications must be filed by Nov. 1 in order to 
have the exemption taken off of the first actual tax bill in 
January, or within three months after the actual tax bills 
are mailed.’ The second date applications must be filed by 
is April 1. 

Aging in place is becoming more valued in our society, 
and a property tax savings of $1,000 would be a huge help 
to do so. At one time, Agawam required seniors who re- 
ceived a property tax exemption to work for the town for 
a certain number of hours, but this is no longer the case. 
Those who qualify for the property tax exemption may also 
receive a reduction on their water and sewer bill, as well as 
be exempt from the CPA 1 percent assessment. 

The census data in the May 6, 2014, Housing Needs As- 
sessment of the town seem to indicate there is a great need 
for this $1,000 property tax exemption for those who qual- 
ify. The biggest concern is how to make sure that everyone 
who would be eligible knows about the program and how 
to apply, to help as many seniors as possible remain in their 
homes as long as they can.

The committee will begin interviewing 
candidates next Thursday, March 16. Two 
will be interviewed that day; the other two 
will be interviewed Tuesday, March 21. 

All interviews will take place in the Do- 
ering School auditorium between 6 and 10 
p.m. The interviews will begin at 6:30 p.m. 
and also will be televised on Channel 15. 
Each interview is scheduled for 45 minutes. 

Following the initial interviews, the 
committee will vote on which candidates 
will become finalists. Finalists will be an- 
nounced at the committee's regular meet- 
ing on Tuesday, March 28. 

The finalists will meet with teachers 
and other staff at all Agawam schools on 
Wednesday, April 5, between 8 a.m. and 
3 p.m. The following evening, April 6, the 
committee will conduct interviews with 
the finalists from 6 to 10 p.m. in the Doer- 
ing School auditorium.

If either or both of the out-of-town can- 
didates is named a finalist, the committee 
will make site visits to the finalist’s current 
districts during the week of April 10. The 
committee is scheduled to discuss and vote 
on hiring a new superintendent on Tues- 
day, April 25, at its regular meeting, which 
is also the when the public hearing on next 
years school budget will be held. 

The public announcement of the new 
superintendent will not occur until May 
9 when the committee holds its regularly 
scheduled meeting. 

Mayor Richard Cohen, who serves as 
chairman of the School Committee, is lead- 
ing and facilitating the search for William 
Sapellis successor. Sapelli, who has been 
superintendent for nearly six years, an- 
nounced last month he will retire June 30 
after a 40-year career in the district. 

Cohen told the committee at its Feb. 
28 meeting that an “ambitious” interview 
schedule was necessary so the district 
could have a new superintendent on the 
job immediately following Sapellis retire- 
ment. The committee also is serving as 
both the screening committee and the in- 
terview committee for finalists. 

The new superintendent is expected to 
start July 1. This is the first time in more 
than 20 years that the district has had to go 
through such an extensive search process 
for a new superintendent. Sapelli, like sev- 
eral previous superintendents, was hired to

Survey Says ... 

Also at Tuesday's meeting, the commit- 
tee reviewed the results of a brief one-page 
survey of parents and guardians, school 
staff, students, and community members. 
The survey was conducted online between 
March 1 and March 7. 

There were 309 responses, with two- 
thirds identifying themselves as staff 
members, and 22.65 percent as parents 
or guardians. Less than 10 percent of the 
respondents were community members 
without other current ties to the public 
schools, and students made up less than 1 
percent, as did those who identified them- 
selves as “other. 

Asked whether the new superintendent 
should change the policy direction of the 
district, an overwhelming majority, 77.33 
percent, said they want to continue with 
the current strategies. Only 22.65 percent 
indicated they wanted to see different 
strategies. 

Similarly, 74.75 percent of those who re- 
sponded said it is important that the new 
superintendent live in the area and be fa- 
miliar with the community. Just 25.24 per- 
cent felt this was not important. 

The survey also asked respondents to 
rank a list of eight characteristics they 
would like to see in a new superintendent. 
Leadership ranked as the top character- 
istic (31.72 percent), followed by creating 
conditions for student success (30.74 per- 
cent), advocating for the needs of schools 
(17.15 percent), communication (9.39 per- 
cent), creating conditions for staff success 
(4.21 percent), visibility and community 
involvement (3.24 percent), managing bud- 
get resources (1.94 percent), and managing 
school operations (1.62 percent).

quirement to test the water quality at all 
points where stormwater runoff joins natu- 
ral waterways, such as rivers and creeks, is 
intended to reduce pollution in large bod- 
ies of water such as the Connecticut River 
and Long Island Sound. 

The full regulations are not being en- 
forced this year, but will be soon. Chase 
said the task force is hoping to implement 
a plan in the next 18 to 24 months. 

Neighboring Southwick has projected 
it could cost $1 million to comply with the 
regulations. Agawam, a larger community, 
will likely experience even bigger costs to 
comply, but Cohen and Golba are not mak- 
ing any estimates at this time. 

“We are really not sure exactly how 
much it will cost,’ said Cohen. “That is part 
of what this task force will be working on.’ 

So far, Golba is seeking $173,000 in the 
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fiscal 2018 budget to comply with stormwa- 
ter regulations. Of that amount, $138,500 is 
projected to go toward maintenance and 
pollution prevention measures, Golba said. 

“Tt is another unfunded mandate from 
the federal government, said Cohen. “I 
wish the government was helping provide 
funds for this. President Trump has said 
that he wants to invest money in infra- 
structure. We will see if he follows through 
on that.’ 

Golbas budget proposal for stormwater 
management includes funds for public par- 
ticipation, education and outreach. It does 
not propose use of funds for any additional 
staffing to the DPW.

Although the proposed ordinance was 
written after Eversource made its proposal, 
it could affect the Kosak Court project if it 
passes before the Planning Board approves 
the project, according to town Planning 
and Economic Development Director Marc 
Strange. 

Joshua Lee Smith, a lawyer for the pow- 
er company, said the town is unfairly delay- 
ing action on the Kosak Court solar farm 
while rushing to pass an ordinance that 
would outlaw it. 

“Everything was tabled to allow for ba- 
sically the rug to be pulled out from un- 
der us, Smith said on March 2. “What is 
happening here is an end-around because 
certain people got word that the project is 
unpopular. 

Eversource is appealing the Planning 
Board's decision to table its application. 
The appeal will be heard by the town's 
Zoning Board of Appeals. Under current 
zoning regulations, solar farms are allowed 
by right anywhere in town, subject to the 
same setback and height requirements as 
any other structure. 

Smith said the solar farm proposal has 
been in the works for nine months. Kosak 
Court and Tobacco Farm Road neighbors, 
however, believe it is Eversource that is act- 
ing unfairly. 

“We, as residents, just found out about 
this, said Aline Stolar, a Kosak Court res- 
ident. “They put the cart before the horse.’ 

Neighbor Harrison Grant said this week 
that there was no outreach from Ever- 
source to explain the company’s intentions 
for the land. He said he’s lived on Tobacco 
Farm Road since 1994 and saw the neigh- 
borhood develop from the first few houses 
to the present day. People moved there to 
live near farmland and enjoy views of the 
nearby Metacomet Ridge, he said. To find 
that rural feel — and property values — un- 
der threat without any preliminary discus- 
sion was a shock, he said. 

“If they were to come here and speak to 
people and get some information, the proj- 
ect might go through, he said. “I under- 
stand business. But they don't understand 
the neighborhood.’ 

City Council Vice President Joseph Mi- 
neo, too, said he had heard nothing about 
the solar farm until neighbors started com- 
plaining about a month ago.

of solar panels, to produce 4.8 megawatts 
of electricity, on land it owns along South 
West Street and Kosak Court. A portion of 
the Eversource property is protected wet- 
lands, and is not part of the 20-acre solar 
project. 

The plans call for a buffer zone of tree 
plantings up to 10 feet high, 50 feet deep, 
between Kosak Court and the solar pan- 
els. There would be a 10-foot cleared gap 
between the road and the trees, and an 
additional 20-foot cleared gap between the 
trees and the panels. Pinette noted that not 
far from the property line, there is a 6- to 
8-foot mound. Unless the rise is flattened, 
solar panels would dominate the view 
south from Kosak Court, he said. 

The solar farm would consist of 15,800 
ground-mounted panels. For comparison, 
the existing solar farm at Shoemaker Lane 
and Route 57 has about 6,000 panels, and 
the other large-scale solar farm in Aga- 
wam, on the former Mushy’s property, has 
a little over 7,000 panels. Both of those fa- 
cilities are in industrial zones, although the 
Shoemaker Lane solar panels directly abut 
houses on Cesan Street. 

Pinette said this week that Kosak Court 
is unlike the other solar facilities that Ever- 
source has developed in the Springfield 
area, which he said are on capped landfills 
or in urban, industrial areas. 

Eversource is also proposing 3,100 so- 
lar panels on a separate 6-acre parcel on 
South Westfield Street. The Planning Board 
also voted to table that project at its Feb. 
16 meeting. 


Zoning out 

Smith also spoke against the proposed 
ordinance in a wider sense, saying the zon- 
ing restriction “would be tantamount to a 
prohibition” of large-scale solar arrays in 
Agawam. He said Eversource looked at all 
the undeveloped industrial-zoned land in 
Agawam and couldnt find a single parcel 
large enough to support a 20-acre solar 
farm. Smith said state law prohibits using 
zoning ordinances to effectively ban solar 
installations. 

Kevin Sullivan, a Suffield farmer, also 
spoke against the zoning restriction. He 
said putting up solar panels is a way for 
landowners to make money without hav- 
ing to sell out to condo or home developers, 
and prohibiting agricultural landowners 
from putting up solar panels could shut off 
a much-needed revenue stream for strug- 
gling farms. He said it’s more likely a solar 
field could be returned to agricultural use 
than a house lot, if a retiring farmer can sell 
his property to another farmer, or to a child 
interested in taking up agriculture. 

“It’s not forever, said Sullivan. “It’s a 20- 
30 year crop, without soil disruption. [It 
will] allow the next generation to come in’ 

On his own 62-acre property on Route 
75, Sullivan has 12 acres of solar panels. He 
said he is looking at a potential partnership 
at a current Agawam farm that would in- 
volve both solar panels and livestock.
